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the dairy industry as if it happened 

yesterday. Somehow, inexplicably, I 
had decided that I wanted to show a calf. 
I had shown sheep once or twice with my 
father but I must have gotten the idea for 
a calf from visiting with Pam Jeffrey, our 
Southern Rhode Island Dairy 4-H leader 
and a close family friend, or her brother 
Craig Hawksley, but I’m still not sure on 
that one. What I do remember is that my 
mother told me that I could show a calf 
if | wanted to - simply by calling a local 
Ayrshire herd, Cottrell Homestead - and she helpfully handed me the 
phone number. The catch was | had to do all the talking. I was almost 
ten years old at the time and | distinctly recall much more fear than 
excitement at the prospect of calling this farmer and asking him, out 
of the blue, if | could show one of his calves for the summer. I was 
positively convinced that he would have no idea who I was and hang up 
on me immediately. In reality, he was quite accommodating and invited 
me down to pick out a calf right away. I eventually found that I had 
nothing to fear. As one of only two farms actually milking Ayrshires in 
the state of Rhode Island at the time, this farm had leased and sold so 
many calves to 4-Hers in the area that I was convinced that the Ayrshire 
breed comprised at least 50% of the worldwide dairy population until 
I had to learn otherwise for Quiz Bowl contests. I leased that Ayrshire 
calf, Cottrell’s Liberator Miss Elly, for two years and then she went 
off to the National Convention Sale as a bred heifer. 

When my mother and stepfather were married around that same 
time, the main benefits | could see from the union were an enormous 
pile of old Hoard’s Dairyman magazines that were part of the deal and 
two real barns where cows surely could be kept (For the record, I later 
came to see the union as much more important than that — remember 
I was 10). It wasn’t long before we were that family you see at many 
county fairs — a couple cows and heifers raised in the back yard, but 
surely not doing things quite the “right” way. I even milked a single 
cow (with a glorious full set of Ayrshire horns on her head) for about 
three years and weighed the milk every milking because I had read in 
Hoard’s about how much some cows produced each year (mine gave 
about 12,000 pounds). The most we ever paid for a heifer calf was $300. 
My sister and I had lots of help along the way from those that wanted 
to see us succeed with our animals. I feel I got a great benefit from 
the youth lease program, Quiz Bowl, dairy judging, 4-H, FFA, public 
speaking contests, and attendance at one National Convention — all 
youth programs that are available to be taken advantage of today. 

There really is no glorious end to the story of my start in the show 
ring. I am fairly certain that I never even won a blue ribbon with an 
animal I owned and I never ventured to a show any bigger than the 
4-H show at the Eastern States Exposition in Mass. But, I loved every 
minute of it and that love for working with cows and cow people has 
never left me. 

| am proud of the youth programs that the American Guernsey As- 
sociation offers. I think that we have a great slate of activities, recogni- 
tion programs and contests that will help our youth develop into adults 
that can make a difference, no matter their chosen profession. The AGA 
and its members should also be justifiably proud of the scholarship 
support we are able to offer our youth. No less than three scholarships 
are now offered to Guernsey youth, Lawrence Colebank scholarships 
are awarded to winning 4-H dairy judges and a significant cash award 
given to the National Outstanding Youth. Check out all the opportuni- 
ties that are offered at our web site, www.usguernsey.com/youth.htm. 
Not all of the contests and awards require attendance at the National 
Convention, but if you do come, you’ll be glad you did.

Youth at our National Conventions and th 
pride they, and those dedicated Cues 
breeders who work with them, share for the 
Guernsey breed. The public speaking con- 
test tells us so much about the ability and 
character of these wonderful young people 
as well as telling us how they feel about the 
breed. That leads me to the thought that we, 
the older or senior members, must continu- 
ally blaze a path for these future breeders 
so their future with the breed will be secure. 
So that brings me to my next subject. 
BREED PROGRESS 

To say simply that we have made prog- 
ress with the Guernsey breed would be an 
understatement. We have made great prog- 
ress in the breed in the last decade and this is 
especially true in udder traits. As was men- 
tioned by Brian Schnebly in last month’s 


Journal, Enhancer had a lot to do with the 


breed’s overall improvement in udders, but 
other bulls have contributed greatly, includ- 
ing Tiller, who had no Enhancer blood. So 
what else do we need to do to insure the 
future of the breed for the next generation? 
Maybe we should first consider how we 
might have wavered in the past. At a Con- 
vention committee meeting I attended a 
year or so ago, a prominent AGA member 
stated that about 20 years ago he observed 
that highly scored cows and highly placed 
show cows possessed extreme dairy charac- 
ter and were extremely tall (although often 
extremely frail). So he started breeding to 
bulls that sired those characteristics. The 
result, he said, was to essentially put him 
out of the Guernsey business. Those cows 
could not compete in a commercial environ- 
ment and had other problems related to their 
body structure. I remember those years in

the early to mid 1980’s when I was caught I 
up in the same mindset and purchased and 
bred Guernseys that fit the above descrip- 
tion. Today I have no offspring from those 
animals. We breeders were also focused on 
high milk production (which was good) but 
we lost sight of the Guernsey cow’s greatest 
asset, butterfat and protein. 

I’m convinced we are on the right track 
in the breed with the emphasis embodied in 
the new PTI/CPI formula that Seth Johnson 
explained in the November Journal. If we 
look at the AGA website, we’ll find that 
the AGA staff has provided us with numer- 
ous tools for selecting the genetics that will 
improve those traits needed in our respec- 
tive herds. We still have room for progress 
in several areas, especially productive life. 
But the secret, I believe, in making rapid 
progress is for all of us to be on the same 
page in our goals for the breed. As the Kes- 
slers stated in their Bay Meadow ad in the 
October Journal, “high milk bulls can make 
high type cows.” I agree, we don’t have to 
choose between type and production. We 
can have both if we study the pedigrees of 
the bulls we use. We should also sample 
as many young sires as possible to obtain 
genetic diversity while spreading our risk 
over a number of bulls that have the po- 
tential to meet the goals of the breed, cows 
with strength, high, wide and shallow ud- 
ders, good feet and legs, high components 
and a calf every year. 

Several of the beef breeds made signifi- 
cant changes in a relatively short time when 
the market (packers and consumers) de- 
manded a different type of animal. They did 
this by working together and putting genet- 
ics to work for them. We can do the same!

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ou’ve heard of 

the prefix ‘“Wel- 

come” — of course 
you have. The three most 
popular bulls carrying this 
prefix in the 1970’s sired 
over 10,000 Guernseys. 
Welcome Choice Admiral, 
Welcome Flashs Hollirex 
and Welcome Wistars Fan- 
cy were breed headliners 
for years and left a lasting 
impact on the Guernsey 
breed. The farm on which 
they were born, near Bacon 
Hill, New York, is still in 
operation and still produc- 
ing breed-leading sires, 
only recently they are of the 
Black and White variety. 
An expansion to 100 free- 
stalls in 1969 and a lack of 
Guernsey replacements for the expansion 
resulted in the addition of a number of Hol- 
stein heifers to the herd. At the time, owner 
William Peck stated that the dam of Wistars 
Fancy, Colebrook Valor Fancy, EX-91, paid 
for over half the new freestall through sales 
of her many sons. “Of course, barns weren’t 
as expensive back then,” he pointed out. Wil- 
liam’s sons, Neil and Bill, operate the highly 
successful 400-cow Holstein herd with their 
father today. By applying the same sound 
breeding decision to their Holstein herd as 
they did to the Guernseys, the Pecks have 
bred many outstanding animals, including 
Welcome Garter-ET, a sire with over 
16,000 daughters worldwide. 

At the New York State Fair each 
summer, the Welcome Stock Farm 
Guernsey sign can still be found 
proudly displayed at the end of a full 
string of competitive Guernseys. In 
fact, despite the current lack of Reg- 
istered Guernseys at Welcome Stock 
Farm, two of the Peck girls have fos- 
tered a love for the Guernsey breed in 
their own children and are the care- 
takers of direct maternal descendents 
from two of the cow families that made 
the prefix famous in the first place. 

On separate farms in New York, 
Betsy Foote and Cindy Gallagher, 
both daughters of William Peck, have 
nurtured a love for Guernsey cattle in 
their children. Through their involve- 
ment with AGA Junior programs and 
in the show ring, the Peck grandchil- 
dren are once again making a name 
for the family and proving that pas- 
sion for the Guernsey breed cannot 
be easily forgotten. “I was always 
partial to Guernseys, and still am,” 
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owners 
for the 2,000,000th Guernsey female to be registered, Wel- 
come Hermes’ Charlotte. 
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states William. “The kids grew up showing 
both breeds but the girls have pretty much 
done it (gotten back into Guernseys) on 
their own. | just told them to get good ones 
whatever they do.” 

Betsy Foote and her husband Wayne 
have certainly taken the less conventional 
path back into the Guernsey business. A 
single 4-H project has grown to nearly 20 
Guernseys on the small farm in Hartford, 
New York. Still using the ‘Welcome’ pre- 
fix, the Footes are milking five cows and 
feeding Guernsey and Holstein veal calves 
with the milk. They are on official test “to 
increase the value of the Guernseys and

Betsy teaches high school 
agricultural science and 
Wayne, Sr. operates a cus- 
tom planting and harvest- 
ing business and still does 
custom work for Welcome 
Stock Farm. 

“In 2000 my daughter, 
Mary-Elizabeth, wanted 
so badly to show her own 
Guernsey calf. That Feb- 
ruary the last Guernsey 
heifer calf was born on my 
father’s farm. Mary offered 
to buy it from her Grand- 
father. He said he would 
have to find her a better 
calf. This one was born at 
the end of her class and ac- 
cording to him, ‘wouldn’t 
make a show calf.’ This 
didn’t matter to seven-year-old Mary. She 
bought Welcome Hot Shot Apple for $1.00. 
This Winter Heifer calf was just eight days 
out of the Spring Calf class. She was big, 
strong and correct,” remembers Betsy. 

The calf ended up Res. Junior Cham- 
pion at the County Fair. The next year she 
was awarded Junior Champion and Reserve 
Grand Champion at the County Fair and 
headed to the New York State Fair for the 
first time where she finished second in her 
class. Apple scored VG-86 and is an 8th-gen- 
eration VG or EX tracing to Admiral’s fourth 
dam. She has a Banger heifer in the herd. 

“With all the fun we were hav- 
ing showing this fancy heifer calf, 
we needed to find a Guernsey for our 
son, Wayne, Jr.,” says Betsy. 

The Footes purchased Burgess 
Farm RO Jessica, one of just two 
Guernsey heifers offered, in the Ver- 
mont State Calf sale that year. She 
developed into a VG-88 two-year- 
old and then went on to score EX- 
92! A Royal Oak daughter, she was 
named Grand Champion at the 2005 
New York State Fair. She made the 
journey to the NGS-Louisville in 
2004 and was nominated Junior All- 
American Four-Year-Old. In 2005 
she was named Honorable Mention 
Junior All-American Five-Year-Old. 
To continue her remarkable show 
record, she was named Grand Cham- 
pion of the NYS Fair Junior show 
again in 2006. Jessica’s top record is 
5-02 305D 25,630M 3.6% 931F 3.1% 
805P. Her Poker daughter is VG-86 
with over 1,000F and Jessica’s dam is 
also EX with over 900F. 

The Foote family has not limited 
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Cindy with her oldest daughter, Jean, af- 
ter Jean was crowned the 2006 National 
Guernsey Queen. 


their involvement to the show ring. The 
kids participated in the Quiz Bowl contest 
at the 2004 National Convention and Mary- 
Elizabeth is planning to enter the National 
Public Speaking Contest in the future. 

“Our Guernsey herd has expanded over 
the past five years to include some pur- 
chases from the Pennsylvania Blue Halter 
Sale, the Indiana Hoosier Classic Sale and 
the International Guernsey Classic sale in 
Madison, as well as an incredible run of 
heifer calves,” relates Betsy. “These pur- 
chases have all been successful! At our last 
classification we had three Excellent cows 
and four Very Good cows.” 

“Our family has worked hard raising 
quality Guernseys. Even our youngest, Su- 
zanne, has joined in on the fun. She won 
her classes at the 2005 New York State Fair 
with her very first bred and owned Guern- 
sey heifer calf, a Tiller daughter,” reports 
Betsy “Our children have had awesome ex- 
periences showing their animals at county 
and state shows. This has turned into quite 
a family affair with the Gallagher and Foote 
cousins all showing together at the state 
shows. I can’t help but think how proud 
their Aunt Kristy would have been. Before 
her untimely death in 1987 her dream was 
always to have a show barn full of fancy 
Guernseys along with the Welcome Stock 
Farm Holstein herd.” 

“My Great-Grandfather, Henry C. Peck, 
purchased the first registered Guernseys for 
Welcome Stock Farm in the 1920’s. My 
first Guernsey was a gift from my grandfa- 
ther, Willard Peck,” says Betsy. “Welcome 
Heart Daisy scored Excellent and traveled 
with me to many county shows. Random 
people have come up to me and said ‘I re- 
member when your father had fancy Guern- 
seys at the shows.” It is gratifying to see my 
father, William Peck, get so excited about 
Guernseys again. He even assisted us with 
flushing Jessica. We ended up with two Til- 
ler heifers and a Tiller bull from the flush.” 

William Peck is the fifth generation to 
operate Welcome Stock Farm, one of the 


first farms ever to receive a Gold Star Breed- 
er Award from the AGA when the program 
was started in 1958. In fact, William and 
his father Willard owned the 2,000,000th 
Guernsey female registered in the US. Wel- 
come Hermes Charlotte was a daughter of 
their herd sire, Lushacres Hermes Piper, 
a maternal brother to the great show cow 
Lushacres Hermes Quest. 

Operating under the Luckyvale prefix, 
Cindy Gallagher took a more conventional 
approach to reentering the dairy business. 
Her husband, Paul, grew up on a grade Hol- 
stein dairy. Today they milk about 55 cows 
and have a 24,000M rolling herd average 
with two-thirds Registered Holsteins and 
the remainder colored breeds. Cindy has 
a crossbreeding project using Guernsey 
sires on some Red & White / Jersey crosses 
she purchased as calves. She now has 4 
three-quarter Guernseys from their Guern- 
sey daughters. The oldest Gallagher child, 
Jean, is a student at Cornell University and 
the 2006 National Guernsey Queen, an ac- 
complishment that is the culmination of a 
childhood spent heavily involved in Guern- 
sey youth activities. While Jean’s brother 
shows Jerseys, her two younger sisters both 
seem destined to own Guernsey calves. 

“My husband was never involved with 
showing or youth programs, so he was a 
little skeptical when Jean went off to show 
for the first time,” recounts Cindy. “He now 
has a great appreciation for what youth can 
learn from their involvement and how they 
can develop.” 

Cindy names Mert Sowerby, the long- 
time Guernsey classifier, as a person that al- 
ways encouraged the Peck children in their 
Guernsey activities, periodically checking 
in to see how they were doing and taking an 
interest in their cattle. “That is part of the 
Guernsey family mentality,” she said. 

At the 2006 National Convention, Jean 
recounted, during the National Queen Con- 
test, how she had developed a strong rivalry 
with experienced showman Morey Miller 
when they competed in the Spring Year- 
ling class in 2002. 
Luckyvale Magic- 
man Gem _ was 
eventually named 
the All-American 
Spring Yearling, 
but not before go- 
ing head-to-head 
at two National 
Shows and _ the 
New York State 
Fair with Morey’s 
best heifer. 

“That was one 
of my most mem- 
orable Guernsey 
experiences,” she 
told the crowd. 


“We had a great Suzanne Foote. 
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rivalry all through the show season, but he 
always was supportive of me and tried to 
help me be successful with my heifer, even 
though that eventually meant losing to her 
in the show.” 

Cindy states that experiences like this 
in the Guernsey business have made them 
eager to see their kids involved. “We do 
this to raise both the kids and the cows,” 
she says emphatically. 

Jean Gallagher has had the good for- 
tune to work with several truly exceptional 
Guernseys during her youth career. Her first 
calf, purchased for her when she was nine 
years old, was a Perfecto daughter from 
Stilwell Farm in New York. Shortly there- 
after, her grandfather gave her one of his 
last cows, paving the way for much future 
success in the showring. Welcome Sergeant 
Fawn, VG-85, inspired the Gallaghers to 
try flushing for the first time after her first 
daughter, Luckyvale Madison Fancy (sired 
by AI young sire Valley Farms Missys 
Madison), was the Reserve All-American 
Fall Calf for Jean way back in 1996. Jean 
used both Tiller and Poker on Fawn, result- 
ing in four heifers. All three Tiller heifers 
are now Very Good, with Luckyvale Tiller 
Fiona-ET being the star of this generation 
so far. Jean stood second in the Sr. Two- 
Year-Old class at the 2006 NJS-Harrisburg 
with her this fall and she recently scored 
VG-87 with an Excellent Mammary Sys- 
tem, making her an eighth-generation VG 
or EX tracing directly back to Colebrooke 
Valor Fancy, the cow that helped pay for the 
freestall at Welcome Farm. 

The Peck girls, Cindy and Betsy, so 
valued their experiences growing up in the 
Guernsey fraternity that they jumped at the 
chance to provide the same experience to 
their children. The youngest generation 
seems well on their way to having the same 
exciting success with their Guernseys. 

“I take a lot of pride in seeing the 
grandchildren do well and breed some good 
Guernsey cows,” states William Peck, “it 
makes a grandfather feel good.”

They are deep, open ribbed, and have some 
size and strength to them. They appear to 
be milking extremely well. The thing I like 
most about Lucas is he is a total outcross 
from almost every other bull being used 
right now. He was the only son sampled out 
of his Victory Hunter dam and one of the 
reasons Option was used as a sire of sons 
was because of his own outcross pedigree.

Jens Gold Fort Hudson will be one of 
the next young sires to receive a proof. At 
this point his production numbers are stag- 
gering. Of the seven daughters recorded in 
USDA’s production information for Hud- 
son, five of them are at least 3,200 pounds 
over herdmates for milk. I have seen a few 
of these daughters and they have the high, 
wide rear udders necessary to produce this 
amount of milk. 

The last bull I would like to mention is 
Penny Lane Royal Oak Turley. Of these three 
bulls, I have seen the most milking daughters 
of Turley. The majority of Turley daughters 
are big and strong, with substantial width 
and substance. So far, I would say their ud- 
ders are very functional with a very good teat 
placement. Hopefully, I will see some more 
in the near future and be able to comment a 
little more specifically on the udders. 

In closing, I spent a few days in Novem- 
ber training a new classifier. Curtis Day of 
Burnsville, Minn., will start classifying after 
the first of the year. Curtis is no stranger to 
many of you, having judged many Guernsey 
shows throughout the country and this past 
fall was the official judge of the NGS-Har- 
risburg. Curtis is a Holstein breeder who is 
well known for breeding two of the great 
cows in the breed over the last ten years, Tri 
Day Adeen and Tri Day Ashlyn. Curtis will 
be doing quite a bit of classifying that will 
allow me to spend more time in the office 
catching up on some other things. We are 
very fortunate to have someone classifying 
for us with the background and cow knowl- 
edge that Curtis has.
